2, The regiment, composed of four battalions, had its winter quarters at the 
Kossuth Lajos Utca in Keszthely. During the summer months it was stationed 
in a tent camp two kilometers outside the city. The logistical support base 
of the regiment is at Tapoica, 60 kilometers from Keszthely. The regiment 
possesses 10 jeeps and as many trucks and motorcycles, The armament of the 
regiment is exclusively of Russian origin.
